The  year  19.44  was  a  particularly  dry  year  and  consequently  several 
places  with  small  supplies  suffered  shortage  of  water.  Willersey  and 
Saintbury  were  two  of.  these ,  and.,  as.  will  have  been  noted;  above.,  fhe 
Council  augmented  the . supplies  thereto  from  its  reservoir  at 
Springbill.  ... .... 

Paxford  and  Todenham  also  experienced  shortage,  at  both  these 
places  water  was  carted.  A  temporary  scheme  for  relieving  the 
shortage  at  Paxford  was  prepared  p,nd  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  but  before  the -work  was  -started  -  the' -supply  improved.  The 
necessary  materials  are  now  in  stock  and  if  the  trouble  recurs 
before  the  main  scheme  for'  providing  an  Adequate  supply  for  Paxford 
is  started,  it  will  bo  a  simple  matter  to  put-  the  temporary  scheme 
into  operation. 

In  addition  to  the  shortages  outlined  above,  some  supplied  were 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  quality,  but  all  are  covered  by  the 
Council’s  scheme  which  is  now  in  course  of  preparation.  %  this 
scheme  the  Council  intends  to  eliminate  all  unsatisfactory  sources 
of  supply  and  provido  an  adequate  and  pure  supply  of  water 
throughout  the  whole  .district  from  a  small  number  of  sources  of 
proved  quality.
